Provided that a“ candidate who fails in one paper comprised 
in a group of papers but gets a minimum of 60 per cent of 
the total marks of the remaining papers of the group shall be 
declared to have passed in that group, if he appears at the next 
examination in that paper only and gets a minimum of 40 per 
cent of marks in that paper. 

Provided further that a candidate who fails in one or more 
papers comprised in a group of papers but gets a minimum of 
60 per cent marks in any paper or papers of the said group
